I'd like to think I’d trip that burglar, too. Uncle Ben in SPIDER-MAN taught 
me how important it is that we set an example for the next generation. I’m 
hoping I’ll never need to die to do that. 


On a plane flying to my family farm in Illinois recently, Harper looked over 
my shoulder while | was rereading “Dying Wish” and asked me to explain 
who Uncle Ben was. | did so, and she said, “That's just like you and us! 
You're teaching us to be good people!” It was all | could hope for. They set 
aside their own books and read my issues of AMAZING SPIDER-MAN the 
whole trip. Thank you for your run, Mr. Slott. And thank you for this issue 
I can hand my godkids to remind them I'll always be there for them. :)
